The president vigorously- defend- 
ed the Red Cross in its handling of 
the relief problem, and declared 
that he had been “assured only 
this morning by the Red Cross that 
no one is going hungry” in Arkan- 
sas, as alleged in the senate. 

Mr. Hoover also entered a per- 
sonal defense of his own policy in 
dealing with the situation, which 
has been so bitterly attacked in 
the senate. After observing that 
he had spent a good many years 
dealing with food relief abroad and 
at home, se said: 

“I do not think I should be 
charged with lack of sympat’ gy for 
those who suffer.” 

This was in obvious reference to 
the bitter criticism voiced in the 
senate yesterday, when he was ac- 
cused of being callous to the suf- 
ferings of thousands in Arkansas 
and other drougth-hit states. 

Answering those who accused 
him_of inconsistency in appealing 
to congress for $100,000,000 to feed 
“starving Europeans” in 1919, and 
then opposing $25,000,000 to feed 


te “starving Americans” this year, Mr. 


Hoover declared the situations were 
not the same. Europe, he said, was 
he c : 
sible in drouth areas. 

Strikes Back at Critics 

The issue,.Mr. Hoover said, is not 
whether people are to go hungry or 
cold, but is solely a question of the 
best method of preventing hunger 
and cold. He was firmly of the 
opinion that the best method was 
to let the Red Cross handle the 
situation, free from’ governmental 
interference or activity. He was 
willing, he said, to trust the Red 
Cross, which a good many of his 
senatorial critics are not. 

The whole tenor of Mr. Hoover’s 
statement, which apparently was 
drawn up at the cabinet meeting, 
was a vigorous defense of his own 
policy. 

Simultaneously with his own 
statement, Mr. Hoover made public 
a letter which he recovered .from 
John Barton Payne, chairman of 
the Red Cross, who also has been 
bitterly assailed in the senate, as- 
serting that “the Red Cross has not 
withheld relief from a_ single 
drought sufferer for lack: of funds.” 

Payne’s letter said the Red Cross 
would: handle the situation “as” it 
has always done.”

Tomlinson Says Latin 
Countries Favor 
Our Industries 





“America’s great opportunity is 
not across the sea but in South 
America. Europe realizes this and 
is now trying to get in on the 
ground floor. We have three bil- 
lion American dollars invested 
there and fast year we did one bil- 
lion dollars worth of business in 
that section.” Thus Edward Tom- 
linson, noted traveler and authority 
on South American affairs, dis- 
cussed the present day situation 
in Latin American countries before 
about 200 people in the Presbyter- 
ian church Monday evening. 

The speaker, who recently com- 
pleted a 12,000 mile airplane trip 
through/ South America, was 
brought to this city by the Pres- 
byterian Men’s club. Declaring 
that North America must compete 
with European nations for the 
trade of South America and speak- 
er said in part: * 

“Don’t you suppose the Prince of 
Wales has something else to do be- 
sides visit South America, that the 
Germans can find other occupa- 
tions than bringing the Graf Zep- 
pelin to those countries as they did 
recently, that the DO-X could be 
put to better use than sailing 
across the ocean if it were not for 
the fact that Europe is trying to 
gain the good will of South Amer- 
ican countries? 

South America Friendly 

“We in America have been trav- 
eling to Europe, worshipping Eur- 
oue, when right here at our front 
door isacountry with a population 
of about 80 million people who want 
to be friendly with us; who have 
followed in our footsteps, who are 
still following our lead. We-have 
the inside track to South American 
trade now, it is up to us to keep 


Mr. Tomlinson declared that rev- 
olutions in South American coun- 
tries are a step to better things, 
and said that once the political sit- 
uation there settles, the countries 
are bound to make rapid strides 
forward in the commercial life of 
the world. 

“Revolutions in South America 
have been for the purpose of get- 
ting rid of a bunch of dirty poli- 
ticians,” he declared. “I some- 
times wonder if other countries, 
America included, do not need to 
get rid of their dirty politicians. I 
am not advocating a revolution in 
America, other than in the minds 
of the people, but voters should 
wake up and discover how things 
in this country are being run be- 
hind the scenes.” 

No Depression in Honduras 

On his recent trip Mr. Tomlinson 
left ffrom Miami, Fla., for Havana. 
From Havana he followed the trail 
to Cortez, down the coast of Yuca- 
tan to Honduras. For 350 miles he 
flew over jungle land on which 
there was no place for an airplane 
to land and at one time it was 
necessary to go 75 miles out of the

course fo avoid a storm, he said, 
The principal industry of Hon- 
duras is coffee, he declared, and 
this was the only country he vis- 
ited where depression was not felt. 

This country, he said, has made 
an agreement with France for the 
sale of all the coffee raised there. 
Coffee, as we understand it, is not 
served in Honduras, the speaker 
said, but the natives there drink 
coffee essencia, or the essence of 
coffee whic has a stronger flavor 
than the drink sesrved in most 
countries. 

From Honduras, Mr. Tomlinson 
went to the republic of Nicaragua 
and thence to Panama. On this 
part of his trip he flew at an alti- 
tude of 14,000 feet and could see 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans at ; 
the same time, he said. 

Peru Dictator For All 

Leaving Panama he went. to 
Equador and from there to Peru 
and Chile visiting at Llama. He 
declared that the present dictator 
of Peru is working for the good 
not only of the natives, but foreign 
interests as well. 

In Peru, he said, 75 per cent of 
the population are Indians and 
the other 25 per cent are mostly 
half-breeds.. In Chile, there are 
practically no Indians, the peoplé 
being mostly of English and Irish 
origin. 

In Chile there are 175 different 
nitrate companies working stead- 
ily and south of there is the cop- 
per belt in which Americans have 
invested much money. The central 
part of the country, around San- 
tiago, is noted for its-.fruit, the 
speaker declared, and a few days 
ago a ship load of watermelons, 
oranges and other products, were 
delivered in New York. 

Leaving Chile, Mr. Tomlinson 
told of flying at an altitude of 
21,000 feet across the Andees and 
into Argentine, which he termed 
the “Yankee land of South Amer- 
ica.” 

“Argentine is to South America 
what the United States is to North 
America,” he declared. “Its public 
sohool system is the same as 
ours and at the last election 87 
per cent of the people went to the 
polls and voted by secret ballot.” 

In Brazil, which he visited after 
leaving Argentine, the speaker said 
there is no race distinction, al- 
though almost every nationality in 
the world is represented. Slavery 
existed in that country until 41 
years ago and as a result there are 
many negroes, he said. 

Italian Richest Man 
“Today the richest man in the 
country is an Italian,” he con- 
tinued “and the next richest man 
is a Frenchman.” 

The recent revolution there was 
caused when a certain group, in- 
terested in the production of cof- 


to that product only with the re- 
sult that other parts of the coun- 
try, not suitable for the raising 
of coffee, suffered, he declared. 
Brazil is as large as the entire 
United States with another Texcs 
included, he said, and the popula- 
tion of that country is 40 million 
people.

The report said most 
of the buildings of Napier, a city 
of 15,000 inhabitants, had been de- 
molished, that many fires were 
raging in the city and medical as- 
sistance was urgently needed. 

The steamer Northumberland, 
anchored in the Napier roadstead, 
wirelessed that the center of the 
city, behind the promenade, was 
blazing, the fire throwing up a 
heavy volume of smoke. 

Ships anchored in the harbor im- 
mediately put out to.sea as the 
water in the harbor became shal- 
low after the ’quake. 

Communication with Napier by 
land lIfnes was: disrupted by the 
shock. Up to the present the only 
report of conditions in the affected 
area has come from the Veronica 
and the Northumberland.

~ SHORT IN DIET 


Need. for Hot Lunches 
Seen in Majority 
“School Report 


a half of the pupils 
in the tine rural schools 
which have already answered ques- 
senna - by the ee 
ounty Farm Bureau an Lo 
Bradley, county superintendent of 
schools, as part of the diet program 
for children now being conducted, 
have hot food for lunch at noon. 
This was shown today in reports 
received by Miss Grayce Stevens, 
county home demonstration of the 
Farm, Bureau, from 65 6Ut of 94 


from. _There 
1,740 students enrolled in the rural 
schools ‘and with 1,120 enrolled in 
the schools which have reported, 
the report to date covers all but 
620 children. 


“Diet for the School Child,” is 
the project which various women’s 
groups of the Farm Bureau have 
been studying and it was for the 
purposé of gétting complete datg on 
the county school children that the 
teachers were solicited for the in- 
formation. Each township organi- 
zation has-been attempting to work 
out some methods by which the 
children who attend the township 
schools might have hot lunch. 

One Hot Dish Needed 

In some of the districts, thermos 
bottles are carried, and some go to 
their homes at noon provided they 
live close enough to the school, It 
was found that in a few of the 
schools, the lunch is pre by 
the teacher and children. One of 
the most - effective methods has 
been the taking of food to the 
schools in jars to be heated in hot 
water after the method of cold- 
packing. 

The reports show that in some 
cases, the children have gone to 
school without breakfast, and eat- 
ing theiy..lunch upon their arrival 
or at recess, with the result that 
they.had.no lunch at noon. At 
least one hot dish is necessary, it is 
claimed. 

Statistics have shown that 
where hot foods are eaten at noon. 
the children have been found to be 
better students, display better dis- 
cipline, and are more healthy than 
those who eat cold lunches entire- 
ly... Records have proven. that 
country school children are more 
undernourished as a whole than the 
city children, despite the fact that 
there is more food on. the farms 
than in the town and city homes. 

Lack of Nourishment 

The explanation furnished for 
this condition is that city school 
children are given the benefit of a 
school nurse and usually are given 
milk, while the country child is 
away from home most of the day 
and is without the privileges offered 
.in the city.

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Immigration Battle Due 

The bill designed to restrict immigration by reducing 
quotas of all countries 90 per cent for a period of two years, 
is meeting strenuous opposition in congress. The Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States is using its influence to 
defeat the measure and the bill’s passage is now considered 
doubtful. Thus once again big business interests are en- 
deavoring to thwart the plain duty the government owes the 
people, ‘ 

With five million unemployed, restriction of all immigra- 
tion for two years is most certainly needed We want to 
keep American jobs for those who are here. But large em- 
ployers of labor would like to see the surplus continue. They 
know it will mean cheaper wages eventually, and more pro- 
fits. Congress should be urged to pass this measure in the 
interests of justice and as an endeavor to partially right the 
wrongs caused by the same bunch that is trying to defeat it. 


240 Miles An Hour 
How would you like to go from here to Davenport in about 
seven minutes, from here to Clinton in 15 minutes or from 
Muscatine to Milwaukee in about an hour? That would be 
going some, wouldn’t it? Yet this is the rate of speed ac- 
complished by Captain Malcolm Campbell, British auto racer, 


in a trial spin on the beach at Dayton, Fla., yesterday, ac- 


cording to a dispatch to the Free Press. 
While it would be impossible, even in the captain’s racer, 


to make such.fast time to the points mentioned because of 
traffic conditions, the distances are nevertheless approximat- 
ed to the rate of speed the Briton made so as_ to help us 
visualize what such a feat means. 

Terrific as this speed is planes have already exceeded it 
by better than 100 miles an hour. It sometimes makes us 
wonder where this mania for speed will end. It is too fast 
for practical purposes and yet the time may come when a 
coast to coast airplane trip from dawn to dusk will be re- 
duced to a morning’ jaunt. 

We must not forget that many of the commonplace things 
of today were unknown a century ago. The progress that 
has been made in the last hundred years has been greater 
than all previous centuries combined. In view of this fact 
who will dare predict that the next hundred years will not 
see mechanical genius again revolutionize our mode of liv- 
ing? But at present Captain Campbell is welcome to all the 
honor he will receive if he establishes a new official record, 
as he seems destined to do. As for most of us, we are per- 
fectly willing to jog along at a mere 50 or 60 miles an hour 
on an open road and be satisfied.

With the wets 
clamoring for modification and preparing to appeal to the 
country in support of their claims and with the drys report- 
ed to have engaged Billy Sunday to take the stump in be- 
half of the eighteenth amendment 500 more enforcement 
agents authorized by the government, the Anti-Saloon 
League limbering up and church organizations getting ready 
for the fray, the next year promises to be “a hot time in the 
old town tonight.” 

The Wickersham report has settled nothing. Asking for 
a further trial of prohibition, the majority of the commis- 
sioners have expressed doubt that the law can be enforced. 
Political lines are being ripped asunder. Representatives 
from the rural regions for the most part are dry; those from 
the more thickly populated districts wet. It is resolving 
itself into a struggle of the cities against the towns and farm 
population. With the government seemingly determined on 
more strict enforcement and the wets equally determined to 
continue their defiance of the law, it presents a ticklish sit- 
uation that may be fraught with graver consequences than 
most of us realize. 

Let’s keep our shirts on. There is nothing gained from 
wild statements by either side Some of our political lead- 
ers are setting a poor example in this respect. Being true 
to one’s convictions is one thing but everlastingly spouting 
your views only serves to widen the breach. If ever a time 
was needed when a person should be guided by second 
thoughts it is now. 

Flames of dissention have been fanned into serious con- 
sequences for less cause. If a person must let off steam 


there are many more things that.are deserving of attention. 
How about the social inequalities that make millionaires 
while five million people are looking for jobs? How about 
the electrical -monopoly. which is muleing hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in extra profits fromthe people? How about 
the curse of lobbying where special interests make and un- 
make laws to their own advantage? - How about the medical 
trust that does not countenance other schools of medicine 
which they cannot control? ote 

Granting the importance of the wet and dry issue, we must 
not overlook the fact there-are-many other wrongs that need 
correcting and should not allow prehibition to take posses- 
sion of us to the exclusion of-all other public questions. Give 
it thought, yes; try to aid in its solution, but don’t allow it 
to sway you to the extent that all other wrongs are neglect-

“TONSILITIS” 
” For two such small glands the 
tonsils have a special interest for 
a great majority of people—an 
interest which is mostly concerned 
with their removal. 

Tonsillectomy is one of the most 
common operations known today. 
In spite of the fact that thousands 
of these operations afe performed, 
the benefits derived from the same 
are very doubtful, while the des- 
truction of tissue and nerve in- 
jury, resulting from these ap- 
parently simple operations, is more 
harmful than is realized, in a great 
many cases. 

Like the appendix, the tonsils are 
popularly not considered of much 
use. If they were not needed by 
the body everyone would not have 
been born with a pair of them. 

Anatomically considered, the 
tonsils are two glandular bodies, 
half an inch long, one third of an 
inch in width and thickness, sit- 
uated at the entrance of the fauces 
between the arches of the soft 
palate.

Qn the inner surface are from 
twelve to fifteen tiny orifices lead- 
ing into crypts (secreting pits). 
Leading back from these crypts are 
openings which connect with small 
follicles in the substance of ton- 
sils. These follicles are lined with 
a continuation of the mucus mem- 
brane which covers the throat. 
Chronic catarrh of the nose usu- 
ally exists as a companion to Ton- 
silitis. 

The secretions from the tonsils, 
like the mucus from the mucuus 
membrane, becomes subject to pus 
forming germs, catarrhal germs, 
and others. 

At times these secretions ac- 
cumulate in the crypts of the ton- 
sils in inflamatory conditions 


causing engorgement of the tonsils, } 


and mahy times, becoming so 
opaaue as to give rise to the de- 
ceptive appearance of a small ulcer, 
or even a false membrane on the 


part. 

Tonsilitis, inflamation of the 
tonsils, or (quincy) may be cat- 
arrhal, diphtheritic, gangrenous, 
herpetic, pustular, suppurative, 
ulcerative, etc. 

“The adenoid gland,” located at 
the upper, back part of the throat, 
is sometimes called the pharyn- 
geal, or third tonsil, and is affect- 
ed by the same conditions ‘that 
cause tonsilitis. ‘The direct action 
of cold upon the health,” says Dr. 
J. S. Cohen, “especially when the 
surface of the skin is in active 
perspiration, is the most frequent 
exciting cause’ of direct irritation 
leading to inflamatory affections 
of the pharyngeal mucuus mem- 
brane.” 

When a child contracts a cold, 
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mucus or muco purulent matter 
“grows” on the mucuus membrane 
of the nose, past-nasal cavities, 
pharynx and larynx, and, of course, 
on the tonsils (lateral and pharyn- 
geal) as well as in the eustachian 
tubes. ; 

The remedy for this condition is 
the elimination of the catarrhal 
condition and not surgical inter- 
ference. 

If some one tells you your ton- 

sils are “diseased” ask for infor- 
mation about the condition called 
“diseased.” It.may perhaps’ be 
only a manifestation of the catar- 
rhal condition (mucus on the 
mucus membrane), or it may be 
what is usually termed an “in- 
flamation;” that is, a “swell- 
ing’ due to the accumulation 
of blood in the capillaries.” An 
inflamation is said to be “a re- 
action of defence of the organism 
against the microbes.” You do not 
“remove” every part of the ana- 
tomy which is inflamed; you seek 
the cause of the inflamation—usu- 
ally a bacterial infection—and you 
disinfect the part; the inflamation 
subsides and disappears. 
There are many simple pro- 
ceedures that can be used for ton- 
silitis, sore throat, hang-over 
coughs from colds, bronchitis, 
pneumonia, etc. For that irritat- 
ing tickle put a spoonful of sugar 
in a saucer, cut a lemon open, after 
rolling it under your hand gently 
to soften it; take the half of lemon 
and press it down in the sugar and 
then suck some of the sugar and 
the lemon juice and swallow it. 
This will be found very refreshing 
to use during the night. Eating 
grapefruit and pineapple will both 
help very much. Pineappel juice 
will sometimes remove false mem- 
brang from the throat. A very ef- 
fective, soothing, remedy can be 
made as follows: Two ounces of 
whole flaxseed, in a suitable ves- 
sel; pour over the flaxseed one 
pint of boiling water and let stand 
for three hours. Strain and add 
the juice of two lemons ond sweet- 
en a little with sugar or honey. 

A sargle of salt and water will 
give relief in mild cases. 

For real tonsilitis (quincy) a 
cold vatk on the threat covered 
with a dry cloth. and pieces of ice 
held in the mouth will sive decid- 
ed relief. Or, instead of a cold 
pack, cover the throat with the 
French preparation “Baume Ben- 
gue” and cover with a dry woollen 
cloth. Ice can be held in the 
mouth. 

Never let a cold make any head- 
way. Carelessness always breeds 
trouble. At the first sien cf dry- 
ness, itching, or tickling in throat 
use some of these simple home 
methods and save money, time, end 
health. 

In case a general cold comes on 
take a good hot mustard foot bath, 
hop into bed and drink a bie bowl- 
ful of pipins hot ginger tea and 
cover up well. 

To make the tea, put 1-2 tea- 
spoonful of common ground ringer 
in a bowl of hot water, sweeten a 
little if necessary and after the 
ginger has settled, drink it as hot 
as vou can.

Matter of Equilization 

In the determination of the 
sponsors of an Iowa income tax 
to push the measure through the 
legislature, despite all opposition, 
they have overlooked what seems 
to be a logical premise. 

Repeatedly they point out that 
they are concerned principally 
with relieving the farmers of Iowa 
of an unfair share of the burden 
of taxation. They assert and re- 
assert that the farmers, represent- 
ing 39 per cent of the population 
of the state; pay 80 per cent of 
the taxes. 

How will an income tax change 
that situation? 

It is conceivable that Iowa farm- 
ers never will have an income with- 
in the brackets of even the lowest 
schedule in the proposed law? 

Even the most elementary con- 
sideration of the question must re- 
ject any such assummntion. In fact 
the brackets have been made so 
low that in all probability a large 
majority of Iowa farmers today, if 
they are able to raise even a bare 
living from their farms, will be re- 
quired to file income tax reports 
and pay a tax. 

The brackets and exemptions are 
so low that they littie more than 
cover the cost of living, whether 
in city or on the farm. Farmers, 
of course, will be required to 
schedule in their income the value 
of the products of their farms con- 
sumed by their families. 

When all of the elements of in- 
come are. totaled by the farmers, 
even though they come from prod- 
ucts raised upon the farm, there 
is little doubt that many of them 
will be able to show incomes in ex- 
cess of $2,000 a year and not a 
few will be up in the higher brac- 


ets. 

Therefore, the farmer will not 
be relieved by the income tax. In- 
stead he will pay an income tax 
and, unless otherwise relieved, a 
property tax, reduced by less than 
the amount of the income tax. 

If Iowa desires to give the farm- 
er real tax relief, however, the way 
is wide open. just as it has always 
been open. That is by true equaliz- 
ation of assessment. If the farmer 
is being unjusty taxed, it is be- 
cause his assessments are. too high 
as compared with assessments 
against other classes of property. 

Equalization of assessment, plac- 
ing every tax payer on a relatively 
equa! basis, according to the true 
value of his or her assessable prop- 
erty. is the only road that will lead 
to tax relief for the farmers.— 
Clinton (Ia.), Herald.

‘The Number of Newspapers 

In the United States and Canada 
there are published more than 2,- 
600 daily newspapers, about 75 
tri-weekly, a little less than 650 
semi-weekly, and considerably more 
than 17,000 weekly newspapers. Of 
other periodicals about 60 are pub- 
lished every two weeks, somewhat 
less than 300 semi-monthly, more 
than 3,000 monthly, about 80 bi- 
monthly and less than 250 quarter- 
ly. There are more than 60,000 
newspapers published in the world. 
The majority of newspapers are 
from four to eight pages, but often 
the number of pages is as many as 
24, 72 and occassionally 100 pages 
are issued at a time.

Sweeping Changes Ea 
pected to Lower 
Expenses 


reorganization: 

—One of the most sweeping re- 
forms ever offered in college sports 
will bé inaugurated at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, according to 
plans listed today in a report of 
Dr. Thomas 8S. Gates, president. of 
the university. 

Aimed as a slap at over-em- 
phasis in college athletics, the re- 
port announced establishment of 
an entirely new athletic system. 

In a 6,000 word declaration Dr. 
Gates abolished the _ university’s 
council on athletics and set up in 
its stead a department of physical 
education, with E. Leroy Mercer, of 
Swarthmore, as dean with full 
charge over the financial and prac- 
tical arrangements. 

Hard on Coaches ss | 

Here are the high lights- of the 
reorganzation: 

1.—Coaches become faculty.mem- 
bers, to be paid salaries no great~ 
er than those paid other instruc- 
tors. This compensation probably 
will not exceed $3,000 per year. 

2.—Spring and pre-season prac- 
tice, trips to sea girt and resort 
towns, use of the training house, 
are all abolished. 

3—A division of inter-collegiate 
athletics in the newly-created. dé- 
partment of physical education is 
set up to care for all details hither- 
to managed by the council. 

4.—Financial sid to athletes will 
be put upon the same basis as fi- 
nancial aid to all other students, 
to be handled by the regular uni- 
versity scholarship committee. ~~ 

The reorganization came as a 
bombshell, following the disastrous 
football season of last fall.and the. 
removal of Head Coach Lud Wray. 
The new developments are all 
based on a survey conducted by 
Gordon A. Hardwick and Michael 
M. Dorizas. . 

Mercer will be the first dean of 
the department of physical educa-. 
tion. R. Tait McKenzie, its head 
since 1904, has resigned to do other 
university work. 

To Get New Coach 

Dean Mercer will appoint a new 
football coach shortly. A director 
of the division of inter-collegiate 
athletics wiil also be appointed. 

With the changes, the Gates ad- 
ministration at the University. of 
Pennsylvania assumes full control:

BRITON READY

SPEED RECORD 


Captain Campbell Ex- 
pects to Top Old 
Mark Today

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb. 3 
—(INS)—Declaring the perform- 
ance of his suner-car in practice 
svins to be “absolutely topping,” 
Captain Malcolm Campbell, Brit- 
ish racing motorist, was ready to- 
day for his first official attempt to 
ord of 231 miles an hour. 
shatter the world’s automobile rec- 

Campbell, to the amazement of 
race enthusiasts, has driven his 
powerful 1,450 horsepower Bluebird 
2nd at the terrific unofficial speed 
of 200 miles and 240 miles an hour, 
resvectively, in two practice spins 
within the last three days. The 
first trial was made on Saturday, 
the second yesterday. In the lat- 
ter test, the tachometer on Camp- 
bell’s car registered a motor speed 
of 3,200 revolutions a minute. 

Speed Electrifies Spectators 

He electrified the spectators ss 
he streaked down the smooth 
stretch of sandy beach at a dizzy 
clip. It was “here he comes, there 
he goes.” His lowslung car, twice 
as long as the average automobile 
and blue in color, with the Stars 
and Stripes and British Union Jack 
painted on its hood, leaped and 
roared down the course once he 
had stepped on the gas. 

However, Captain Campbell at- 
tained the speed of 240 miles an 
hour only momentarily. When he 
makes his official run he will be 
clocked fover a measured mile in 
the dead center of the nine-mile 
course. He will have to make two 
runs, one in a southerly, the other 
in a northerly direction. The time 
of the measured mile, in both di- 
rections, will be taken and aver- 
aged. This means he will have to 
maintain a terrifically high speed 
across the measured mile—and not 
merely touch a mark in excess of 
the late Sir Henry Segraves record 
of 231.36 miles an hour. 

Do or Die Type 

Captain Campbell, a blue-eyed, 
ruddy-cheeked man of 46, gives the 
impression that he is the type who 
will break the record or die in the 
atfempt. The thought of failure 
never enters his mind. He has 
spent approximately $100,000 in 
building his ultra-modern racing 
car and has come 4,000 miles to 
Daytona Beach to demonstrate 
that it is the fastest thing on 
wheels. He is wealthy and is in|} 
this thing for “the joy of achieve- | 
ment.” 

All Dayton a Beach is pulling for 
the captain to make good in this 
opportunity to step into the hon- 
ored shoes of the late Major Se- 
grave, who was knighted for the 
world’s record he established in 
1929. Campbell is well known lo- 
cally, having raced here in 1928 
when he set the world’s record of 
207 miles an hour, a mark subse- 
quently bettered by Segrave.

Simplified English Is 
Plan of Swedish 


Professor 


WASHINGTON— English with 
simplified spelling is proposed as a 
new world lauguage by a Swedish 
professor, according to a statement 
just issued by the Department of 
Commerce. He calls the language 
“Anglic.” 

Pupils of the professor were able 
to read, write, and converse fluent- 
ly in Anglic after 20 lessons of 90 
minutes each, although they were 
previously -ignorant of English, it 
was stated. 

The statement says: 


A row world language called 
“Anglic” has been launched by R. 
E. Zachrisson, professor of the 
English language at the Upsala 
university, the Department of 
Commerce learns from the Swedish 
International Press Bur-au, Stock- 
holm. 

This new tongue is not, like it 
predecessors, an artificial language 
but pure English, although with a 
highly simplified system of spelling. 
An organization, called the Anglic 
Fund, with its seat in Upsala has 
been created, and a special journal, 
“The Anglic Eduekaeshonal Rev- 
nue,” has been founded. 

Easy to Learn 

The system has been explained 
by its inventor in public and in two 
small pamphlets, called “English 
in Easy Spelling” and “World 
English in Easy Spelling.” The 
titles explain the underlying idea. 

Anglic is a drastic attempt to 
reach what the Simplified Spelling 
society in Great Britain and the 
spelling reform associations in the 
United States of America have 
long worked for. Professor Zach- 
risson, who is a specialist on early 
modern English, points out that 
Thomas Smith, Queen Elizabeth’s 
chancellor, already in 1560 tried to 
reform the English spelling, and in 
1580 Bullokar brought out another 
spelling program. Since then about 
70 different systems have been 
worked out. The reason why they 
all failed was that the reformers 
wanted to spell English phonetical- 
ly, thus causing a definite break 
with old English spelling traditions. 

Instead of doing this Professor 
Zachrisson has examined the 42 
English. sounds spelt in 500 differ- 
ent ways, and has been able to find 
out statistically which is the most 
frequent spelling of a certain 
sound. Thus, for instance, the 
scund “i” is most often spelt “ie,” 
and this spelling, therefore, in 
“Anglic” becomes the rule for the 
present day “i,” thus: Friday, Frie- 
dae; ride, ried; buy, bie; right, riet; 
height, hiet; light, liet; like liek; 
etc. In this way the present-day 
18 different spellings of that sound 
have been reduced to one. 

Some months ago the professor 
started five courses in English, 
based.on his spelling system, with 
some groups of Swedish pupils

5:00—News Review (Courtesy, 





previously ignorant of English. 
After 20. lessons of 90 minutes each, 
his pupils were able to read, write, 


and converse fluently in English, P 


although their vocabulary was, of 
course, restricted. 

Representatives of the state 
school board, present at the final 
examination, expressed their sur- 
prise and admiration, and it was 
even found that the pupils used to 
the new spelling had only small 
difficulty in reading English spelt 
in the usual way. 

Endorse Move 

The Anglo-Saxon spelling reform 
organizations both in Great Britain 
and the United States have ex- 
pressed their sympathy with the 
new spelling program, and an 
agreement was last summer signed 
by Professor Daniel Jones, Profes- 
sor Walter Ripman (Great Brit- 
ain), Professor Grandgent and Dr. 
Dewey (U.S. A:), and by Professor 
Zachrisson to jointly promote the 
spreading of Anglic instead of 
other spelling systems. 

Besides, Lord Cecil, Professor Gil- 
bert Murray, Professor Krapp (U. 
S. A.), and several other prominent 
men have declared in favor of 
Anglic, and affiliated societies will 
in a short time be formed in all 
civilized courftries for the purpose 
of making Anglic the dominating

Certain Unless

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—(INS)— 
“We will feed these people, or we 
will stay here and tell the Ameri- 
can people why we do not feed 
them,” 

This ultimatum by senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah (R) of Idaho, 
brought the senate and the Hoover 
administration to a deadlock today 
over the question of unemployment 
and drought relief. Unless the hos- 
tile groups can reconcile their 
clashing views in the next few 
weeks, there will be a special ses- 
sion of the new congress after 
March 4—called to enact appropri- 
ation bills, killed by a threatened 
filibuster in the closing days of the 
present lame duck session. 

Chasm Widens 

The yawning political chasm be- 
tween the administration and the 
old democratic-insurgent coalition 
in the senate has widened daily 
over the issue of relief. The house 
republican leaders, as a man, have 
supported the president’s bitter op- 
position to any- direct appropriation 
but his senate advisers have urged 
a compromise from the start, know- 
ing the temper of the senate. Now, 
both sides are committed to a fin- 
ish fight—a battle that can end 
only..in forcing a special session of 
the new congress. 

The already harassed adminis- 
tration will face fire on several 
fronts today. In the senate, the 
coalition will raise the issue of 
ousting the three federal power 
commissioners, whose confirmation 
was recently revoked. This though 
an effort to strike their salaries 
from the independent offices ap- 
propriation bill. 


Special Session of Congress 


Compromise Is 


Reached on Red Cross Relief 


Senate republican leaders - still 
hope the president will reconsider 
his relief starid, and when vice- 
president Curtis, prepared to at- 
tend the weekly cabinet meeting, 
he carried with him a message, 
urging a compromise figure of 
$15,000,000. 

Deadlock Certain 

In committee, senate and house 
conferees will meet for the first 
time in ‘an effort to compromise the 
fight over the $25,000,000 Red 
Cross appropriation, added to the 
interior department bill. They 
really have no hopes of reaching 
a compromise but will go through 
the motions of “agreeing to dis- 
agree.” That verdict will deadlock 
the controversy over the fund. 

The startling and rather dra- 
matic ultimatum, delivered by Bor- 
ah, left much discussion in its 
wake. Administration republicans 
charged Borah had .“taken the 
special session curse off the demo- 
crats.” y 

They declared the. democrats 
would have surrendered in the end 
on the Red Cross controversy, rath- 
er than force a spécial session, but 
now, with Borah—a  republican— 
taking the lead, they will follow 
him without assuming responsibil- 
fty for an extra session. 

The democrats denied this alleg- 
ation. They declared senators Joe 
T. Robinson and T. H. Caraway— 
leaders of the relief drive—were 
sincere. They interpreted Borah’s 
statement as an endorsement of 
the democratic position on federal 
relief and merely welcomed the in- 
dependent Idaho republican as a 
recruit, rather than as a standard

Little Pet Peeve 
Of Postal Clerks 


Changes of address by patrons 
who fail to notify the postoffice 
constitute one of the little pet 
peeves in the busy lives of postal 
clerks, according to Charles M. 
Fifer, superintendent of mails. 
From 4 to 80 changes daily are 
not uncommon in Muscatine, he 
si 


City directories are issued but 
once a year and changes occur so 
frequently that this guide becomes 
almost useless to the postal de- 
partment before the new volume is 
issued, Mr. Fifer said. 

At one time the superintendent 
spent months compiling a card in- 
dex system listing all patrons of 
the Muscatine post office. These 
cards should be removed and 
changed or withdrawn instantly as 
changes were reported, he _ said. 
The system worked beautifully 
until postoffice. inspectatdrs  ar-. 
rived. 

It developed that the card sys- 
tem did not meet the. approval of 
the inspectors. They insisted 
that typewritten lists in ‘loose leaf 
form be prepared. This system is 
now being used. Weeks of extra 
work were required on the part 
of postal employes to prepare the 
card system. Then. more weeks to 
copy the names on the cards on 
typewritten forms. The work was 
finally accomplished. 

This is only one of the many de- 
tails which crowd into the post- 
office positions daily, the super- 
intendent said. 


3 GANGSTERS 
SLAIN IN DIVE 


St. Valentine Day Ex- 
ecution Emulated 
In St. Louis 


EAST ST. LOUIS, Ill., Feb. 3.— 
(INS)—The deliberate execution of 
three men in the gambling house 
of “Wide Open” Smith in the 
business section here today recall- 
ed details of the St. Valentine’s day 
massacre of seven gangsters in 
Chicago two years ago this month. 

Investigation of the triple slay- 
ing indicated that it had been 
planned with a thoroughness sim- 
ilar to the notorious Chicago exe- 
cution.

Joseph P. Carroll, 42, a handbook 
employee, and Theodore Kaminski, 
24, a former St. Louis chauffeur. 
Hunt Carl Shelton 

Police said Carroll’had been ar- 
rested 15 times and was known as 
an intimate of gangsters. 

Authorities believe the killings 
were the outcome of a gambling 
feud. They announced that Carl 
Shelton of East St. Louis and 
Tommy Hayes of St. Louis, both 
notorious police characters, are be- 
ing sought for questioning.

SENATE HOLDS 
UP UNIVERSITY 
INVESTIGATION 


Adjourns Before Tak- 
ing Action; Three 
Bills Passed 


DES MOINES, Ia., Feb. 3—(INS) 
The senate adjourned at noon to- 
day until tomorrow, morning with- 
out taking up the houseconcurrent 
resolution authorizing the creation 
of a joint committee to investigate 
twenty charges against the State 
Board of Education and the ad- 
ministration of the University of 
Iowa of irregularities in the man- 
agement of the institution. 

Senator H. B. Carroll of Bloom- 
field, Ia., chairman of the senate 
committee on State Educational 
Institutions, stated that the reso- 
lution was not presented during to- 
day’s session because the commit- 
tee desired to straigthen out sev- 
eral minor details. 

No Changes Likely 

The committee, he said, would 
meet this afternoon to complete 
their work on the resolution. 

The resolution, however, Senator 
Clark made clear, will be left al- 
most exactly as it was when passed 
by the house and sent to the senate 
last week. 

The senate, in executive session 
today approved the appointment of 
Judge J. H. Henderson by the 
State Railroad Commission as com- 
merce counsel. Judge Henderson 
has heldethe position since it was 
created in 1911. 

The senate received for consid- 
eration the appointment of Am- 
brose Urick by Governor Dan Turn- 
er as industrial commissioner. Urick 
is now a member of the State Bu- 
reau of Labor, and his appointment 
had been urged by the Iowa Fed- 
eration of Labor. ‘ 

Carl C. Riepe’s reappointment to 
the State Highway Commission 
was also sent to the senate today 
by Governor Turner for its approv- 
al. 

Pass Three Bills 

Without a dissenting vote the 
senate today passed three bills. 

A measure fostered by Senator 
Booth of Cass and Shelby counties 
providing for the right of way on 
secondary roads and for the erec- 
tion of signs along these roads was 
favored and given a unanimous 
vote. 

The date of expiration of fur 
dealers licenses was set for March 
31, in a measure proposed by Sena- 
tor Frank Ickis of Creston which 
was approved by the senate. The 
measure would set a fine of ten 
dollars minimum and one hundred 
dollars as the maximum and a thir- 
ty day sentence on both penalties 
for violation of the provision. 

The senate approved Senator E. 
W. Clark’s proposal that funds for 
remodeling public buildings could 
be raised by borrowing money 
without a vote of the people. The 
immediate necessity of the legis- 
lation is the need for the remodel- 
ling of the court house at Mason 
City, Senator Clark explained. 

Minor Measures 

Minor bills introduced included 
one by Senator Guykendall of Page 
county which would set an open 
season for red fox hunting in 
northern or southern districts of 
Iowa. ‘The season, under the bill, 
would open November 1, each year 
and end Feb. 15 the following year. 

Senator Garden of Winnfield 
proposed taking one dollar from 
marriage license fees and give it to 
the vital statistics department of 
the State Department of Health. 

The Board of Control and the 
Board of Education could enter into 
contracts with municipal govern- 
ing bodies concerning fire protec- 
tion of any institution under their 
control in a measure sponsored by 
Baird of Pottawattamie county.
